FIRE WARDEN'S REPORT 


PREVENTING FOREST FIRES IS OUR RESPONSIBILITY 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in New Hampshire 
in 1962 cost the persons responsible $5,545, In the same period, the 
cost to the cities and towns for control of such fires for which no 
responsibility could be placed cost another $24, 634, What utter waste 
of tax money and what shameful and needless loss of timber and 
esthetic values in the 2200 acres burned, Residences, farms, and other 
business places were threatened with possible destruction. 

Carelessly set man-caused fires can be prevented if every citizen 
remembers his responsibility in regard to any source of fires in the 
open. We can help to keep our fire loss low by remembering these 
simple rules. 

1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 

2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, obtain a 
permit from the forest fire warden. Seasonal permits may be 
issued for approved incinerators and sites, 

3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry windy 
weather and preferably burning late in the day. 

4, Have something to keep the fire under control - pails of water, 
garden hose, sprinkling can, broom for grass fires or shovel 
will help. 

5. Be sure your fireis dead out before you leave it, 

6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire out of control, 
report promptly to your warden or fire department, Continue 
to fight it until help arrives, 

There is potential danger when matches fall into the hands of 
children, It is never too early for parents to instill in the child's 
mind a respect for fire. 

Keep our town safe from fire.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


It has been our custom in making our 
annual report to highlight the unusual events of 
the past year as they concern this department. 
Certainly the most unusual and gratifying exper- 
ience for us was to be able to establish a Tax 
rate lower than last year’s, without any increase 
in the rate of assessment. This was due largely 
to the taxation of road building machinery loca- 
ted in our town for the construction of route 93. 


Several new homes have been built in 
Windham in the past year and although the in- 
crease in population has been gradual the added 
cost of a larger population is reflected directly 
in our school budget which constituted approxi- 
mately 75% of the total expenditures in 1962. 


In 1963 we expect the percentage of 
school expenditures to be even higher since our 
town budget is expected to remain stable or be 
slightly reduced. 


Highway construction has caused cer- 
tain hardships to the townspeople but the advant- 
ages of route 93 for those traveling to or toward 
Boston are so great that previous inconveniences 
are minimized. 


We expect that construction will begin 
onthe section of route 111 between the center of 
town and West Windham this summer, 


Improvements to town property in the 
past year include an underground oil tank and 
new doors for the Town Hall. Also repairs have 
been made to the Library steps. We plan in1963 
todo considerable repairing and redecorating to 
the interior of the Hall. 
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We are all indebted to the Women’s Club 
for improvements to the approach to the Town 


The cooperation of all Town officials, 
departments and boards have made 1962 a grat- 


ifying year for us and a year of progress for the 
town.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and 
audit of the accounts of the Town of Windham for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1962, which was made by this Division in ac- 
cordance with the vote of the Town, Exhibits as hereafter listed are 
included as part of the report. 

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and rec- 
ords of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town 
Clerk and Trustees of Trust Funds. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1961 - December 31, 

1962: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1961 and Decem- 
ber 31, 1962, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the 
Surplus increased by $272.75, from $26,979.70 to $27,252.45, in 
1962. Inasmuch as there were no outstanding long term notes or bonds 
on December 31, 1962, the Balance Sheet Surplus represented the 
Current Surplus on that date. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town dur- 
ing the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused 
the change indicated therein. These were as follows:

Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, esti- 
mated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1962, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4, As indicated by the 
budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a net revenue surplus of $8, 646. 77, 
less a net overdraft of appropriations of $369.84, resulted in a net 
budget surplus of $8, 276.93. 

Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 

A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1962, made up in accordance with the 
uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1, Proof 
of the Treasurer's balance as of December 31, 1962, is indicated in 
Exhibit B-2. 

AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and 
audited, Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with support- 
ing invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record, Re- 
ceipts were checked by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts 
and expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by comparison 
with reconciled bank balances made from statements obtained from 
depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made by 
mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector's 
records, The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indica- 
ted in this report are therefore subject to any changes which may be 
necessitated by the return of verification notices, 

Current Surplus: 

The current surplus (excess of total assets over current liabilities) 

increased from $26,979.70 to $27,252.45, in 1962, as shown herewith:

SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


The ability of a child vitally affects his learning ability. Only a 
healthy, happy child can get the most from educational opportunities 
offered. The school nurse-teacher's program is set up with this goal 
in mind. 

A pre-school registration clinic is held in May for all children 
entering school in September, Vision, hearing and motor coordination 
tests are done at this time. A dental hygienist is present to examine 
teeth and make necessary recommendations. The nurse has an oppor- 
tunity to get a complete medical history on each child. Nineteen 
children were registered in May, 1962. 

After your child enters school he will have a vision and hearing 
test done once each year. He will also be weighed and measured 
yearly to note poor growth development or unusual weight gain or loss, 
I wish to point out that the visual tests are adequate for school use but 
are simple screening tests for a few eye difficulties. If your child has 
not been referred by the school nurse but complains of eye difficulty, 
please have a complete examination done. A health record is sent 
home for each parent to fill out. These should be filled out carefully 
as they are used for emergency information. It is important for the 
school to have someone to contact in case of illness or accident, In 
cases of epidemic virus or communicable disease it is impossible for 
the school to assume transportation responsibilities. 

A tuberculin patch testing program has been inaugurated whereby 
any child, whose parent so desired, was patched last year. In sub- 
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sequent years grade one, three, five and eight will be able to receive 
the patch test yearly. An X-ray unit is set up at Grinnell School in 
Derry so that those children with a positive reaction can be X-rayed. 

A dental education programis carried on in the school with the aid 
of the state dental hygienist. She visits the classrooms three times a 
year to assist the teacher in securing materials and planning her 
teaching program. 

Many services are available to children who have need, either 
through a state agency or private organization, Parents may apply 
through the school nurse-teacher for such services. Children with 
speech defects may attend the speech clinic at the Manchester Reha- 
bilitation Center if their schedule permits, Clinics are available for 
all types of handicapped children including pediatric, orthopedic, 
cancer, heart and also child guidance, These are but a few. 

There are many more facets of the school health program but the 
preceding may give some idea of the role of the school nurse-teacher,

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 


In the short space of fifty years the automobile has replaced the 
horse and buggy; airplanes fly from coast to coast in less than four 
hours; radio and television keep us in close touch with the world by 
the twist of a button; pushbutton devices of every kind have brought 
about fundamental changes in our mode of living. 

Our schools have also changed. Just as medicine and surgery and 
technology, business management and selling have moved ahead in 
the knowledge of what to do to achieve desired results, so has educa- 
tion. Modern schools are doing for today's children and tomorrow's 
citizens what schools fifty years ago never thought of doing, nor were 
equipped to do. Schools are changing because times and insights are 
changing. In the past fifty years more has been discovered about how 
learning takes place than in all the centuries before. Among these 
discoveries is the fact that individuals differ in all sorts of ways; 
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therefore, teaching methods vary from individual to individual as a 
result of this knowledge. No longer do teachers attempt to press all 
children into a single mold. 

It seems naturalto assume that, because people accept mechanical 
innovations, they also accept change in schools. Unfortunately this is 
only partially true. Even though modifications in the schools have oc- 
curred as aresult of scientific discoveries in how learning takes place, 
many people still want the schools to remain the same as when they 
went to school. There seems to be some confusion as to what schools 
should be doing for children. The common schools of the United States 
were founded on the assumption that, if the people were literate, they 
would have access to the truth; if they had the truth, they would auto- 
matically be independent and democratic, We know now that recog- 
nition of the truth takes more than mere ability to read, write and 
compute, For example, today's citizens need many different kinds of 
skills. The skills required for democratic action must be taught anew 
toeach succeeding generation because democracy represents a contin- 
ually developing concept. Schools of modern design, while they in no 
sense underestimate the essential nature of the basic skills, do recog- 
nize that many additional skills in all areas of living -- social, phys- 
ical, emotional, and mental -- must be taught children in an envi- 
ronment of reality which is conducive to their effective auumption of 
the citizenship role in society. 

We as adults, must think of the schools in terms of the present day 
world. We must be aware of the basic changes and challenges which 
confront individuals and groups today. 

I believe that a good school: 

1. shows concem with all-around development -- social, men- 
tal, emotional, and physical 
2. recognizes each child as anindividual with unique potential- 
ities and limitations 
3. strives constantly to help each child develop his powers and 
overcome his limitations 
4, establishes the climate which assures to the utmost extent 
that each child 
a. feels he belongs, has opportunity to contribute as well 
as receive 
b. develops a feeling of security 
c. is loved and respected for what he is as an individual 
as well as for what he may become 
d. is encouraged to ask questions 
e. is helped to understand and develop values 
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f. is helped to develop skills and appreciations 
5. should aid children in ways of working satisfactorily as 
members of groups 
6. should aid children to acquire attitudes, understandings, 
knowledges, and skills needed to work according to the 
democratic processes which are the foundation of American 
culture. 

The schools may only accomplish to the degree that the public 
gives it support both by attitude and in the form of appropriated 
money. School budgets will increase each year as more and more 
youngsters enter school. We will need more rooms, more teachers, 
books and supplies. 

I believe the most important school budget item is the teachers 
salary. Without the guidance of a top notch, dedicated teacher the 
fine classroom containing the best furniture, books and supplies is 
wasted, Taxpayers all and parents in particular must decide what type 
of education they want for their children and what they can afford. 
Communities bordering our towns have indicated that they will ad- 
vance starting salaries to $4,500.00 thus matching the Massachusetts 
state minimum. What effect will this have on the towns in Union #10? 
We no doubt will have a very difficult time filling all vacancies with 
qualified teachers. Some of our schools began the school year with 
substitutes. We need replacements in the same schools right now and 
have been unable to find qualified people. Our problem is not only 
that of attracting new qualified teachers but also of holding the good 
teachers that we have.

PERSONNEL 

There were no staff changes, This is the first time for several 
years that this is true. It is desirable and advantageous to have sta- 
bility in staff. There is less lost time at the opening of school and 
the pupils are acquainted with the teachers even though they may 
not have studied under them. Mrs, Kelley and Mr, Metevier con- 
tinued to instruct in the field of music and handwriting. Both of these 
programs make a distinct contribution to the educational progress of 
the individual. The success of Windham pupils generally at secondary 
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level is evidence of the accomplishments of pupils and teachers in 
the schools. 
INSTRUCTION 

The instructional aspect of the educational program is receiving 
an increasing amount of emphasis at all levels (national, state and 
local). The impact of the National Defense Education Act is seen in 
the amount of visual education equipment that is available in schools. 
The use of materials available in this area, visual aids, is possible 
only when the equipment is available. 

There are advances in methods of instruction that will also make 
an impact in the classrooms. 

Team teaching will probably not affect the classrooms of New 
Hampshire towns. This can be utilized in situations where there are 
several teachers to a single grade, It is not departmentalization as we 
know but much more than this. It is as indicated not practical in our 
situation, 

There is however a method that can be adapted to the local situa- 
tion that has been used successfully in several communities. Boston 
University pioneered in the field of team learning. This method can 
be used where there is a self contained classroom and a teacher who 
is willing to devote a considerable amount of time to evaluating the 
abilities of her pupils so that 2-3-4 pupils of equal abilities can be 
grouped to work together. In those communities where it has been 
used it has resulted in tremendous advances for many youngsters, In 
one community it resulted in a curriculum revision, It revealed that 
certain subject areas were not challenging and the content could be 
increased, 

In addition machine learning - programmed instruction are making 
somewhat of an impact. There are several commercial outlets that 
have such programs, This type of instruction uses the technique of 
moving by simple steps from the known to the unknown. The use of 
the machines and the programmed instruction must be scrutinized 
closely. The problem is to establish the probable result from the use 
of the materials. The indiscriminate use of these materials is not at 
the present time advisable. 


PHYSICAL PLANT 
The relocation of Route 111 will, it is hoped, improve the appear- 
ance and the usefulness of the plant and grounds. The loss of some 
land will be offset by the opportunity to grade so as to provide better 
play areas, In addition the development of approaches to 111 from 
Lowell Road seemingly will permit the development of a good parking 
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area, It will also permit some landscaping to enhance the appearance 
of the building. 

The current plant facilities are adequate for a modern educational 
program. The efficient use of space, furniture and equipment will 
offer Windham pupils a fine educational opportunity. 

The opportunity to serve the pupils of Windham for the past two 
decades has been a privilege. The cooperation of all has made it a 
challenging experience to try and provide a fine educational program. 
It is my fervent hope that continued educational progress will be 
maintained.
